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round t, to conſiſt of two large 
oo 

New Holland, which- is the 
largeſt Iſland in the known world, 
was firſt diſcovered by the Dutch 
in 1616.—The Englſh, ſince the 
Voyages of Captain Cook, have 
formed a ſettlement in a part 
called Botany Bay, to the South 
Eaſt of the Iſland. On, 

New Guinea, diſcovered by 
Captain Cook ; New Britain, by 
Captain Dampier, a French Navi- 
gator; and New Ireland, by 

Captain Cartaret, are ſeparated 
from New Holland by a Channel 
called Endeavour Straits. 
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
